Record Crowd Besieges Coliseum | 
To See Cars, Equipment Displays 





HICAGO, Jan. 28.—A

Cold and wind had no dampen- 
ing effect on the crowd which as- 
sembled outside the Coliseum for 
the opening of the door at 2 
o'clock. By mid-afternoon the 
huge exhibition floor was com- 
fortably filled and during the 
early evening the usual Saturday 
night crowd jammed its way into 
the building. An unofficial count 
indicates that this was the biggest 
opening day crowd in the history 
of the Chicago show. 

On display in the Coliseum are 
more than 200 exhibits, including 
forty-four different makes of cars, 
fifteen of them new, and an almost 
endless array of trucks, 
accessories and shop equipment. 

An attractive setting has been ar- 
ranged for the displays. Entering 
the Coliseum is like stepping into a 
park, giving the impression that the 
cars on display are outdoors, in their 


natural environment. Real trees 
and foliage are everywhere. Tall 
lamps line the promenades and 
there are garden settees where

Washington, Jan. 28.—A total of 
$4,442,102 was paid in excise taxes 
on the sales of new cars during 
December, the Internal Revenue 
Bureau announced today. 

This represented a decrease of 
$674,898 as compared with the De- 
cember, 1926, taxes, which totaled 
$5,117,021. The 3 per cent. excise 

tax on passenger cars netted the 
Federal government during the last 
six months of the year a total of 
$31,242,084 as compared with $37,- 
206,262 collected during the last six 
months of 1926, being a decrease of

A.T. A. Meeting at 
Chicago Attended 
By More Than 2,000 


Chicago, Jan. 28.—More than 
two thousand members of the 
Chicago Automobile Trade Asso- 
ciation gathered in their eighth 
annual pre-show meeting at the 
Congress Hotel last night. 

The group was the largest ever 
assembled by that organization and 
overflowed into 
every banquet 
room of the hotel 

The speakers of 
the evening were 
Alfred Reeves 
general manager 
of the National 
Automobile 
Chamber of Com- 
merce; R. H. 
Grant, vice-presi- 
dent of the Chev- 
rolet Motor Com- 
pany; C.C.Hanch, 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Finance Companies; M. C. 
Hemingway of the Motor and Ac- 
cessory Manufacturers’ Association, 
and C. A. Vane, general manager of 
the’ National Automobile Dealers’ 
Association. 

Reeves sounded the keynote of 
the meeting when he spoke en- 
thusiastically of the prospects for 
the coming year. He did not leave 
it at generalizations, but got very

specific. He told the dealers and 

salesmen that during the coming 

year style is at least 60 per cent. 
of selling appeal. 

The woman now chooses the car, 
without the slightest shadow of a 
doubt. Further, he said, the pub- 
lic knows the prices of all the bet- 
ter known cars, and reducing the 
price $35 or $50 will not increase the 
sale of the car. 

“You must convince the people 
that your car is what they want, 
and not the cheapest car,” he said. 
Reeves termed any mention of a 
price war or a battle of giants ridic- 
ulous. He said that merely read- 
justment was going on, and that 
| Prices would settle to a level soon. 
“But,” he warned the dealers, “be 
sure you get a good price for a good 
car. You are entitled to a decent 
profit on your cars,” he said, “and 
to cut yourself out of the picture is 
not selling cars profitably.” 

In closing he lauded Henry 
Ford as one of the great men of 

the industry and said he had done 
more than any other one man to 
put the world on wheels. 

Vane took as his topic the used- 

car problem and the price cutting 
of new cars. 
“What difference does it make if 
| you have prosperity,” he said, “if you 
{have no profit?” His solution of 
l the used-car problem was that the 
|dealer must get the same mark-up 
;on the used car as on the new car. 
| The salesman and the dealer are en- 
| titled to a decént profit on used cars, 
| he said, and until the manufacturers 
lagree to that, the dealers realize it 
j}and the salesmen fight for it, there 
| will be no solution of the used-car 
| problem.

Prices on Five New 
Models $2,350 
To $2,675 


Chicago, Jan. 28.—It took Chi- 
cago crowds just about five min- 
utes after the doors of the Na- 
tional Automobile Show swung 
open to realize that the LaSalle 
exhibit of the Cadillac Motor Car 
Company stands out prominently 
among the important car show- 
ings at the Coliseum. 

While five new body types are 
being shown here, one of the big 
factors making for public interest 
is that eleven other LaSalle models 
are offered at’.material reductions 
compared with 1927 prices. Now it 
is generally recognized that not only 
is the LaSalle practically $2,000 
above the price class in which 1928 
competition will be keenest, but 
the sales of this car, introduced less 
than a year ago, have totaled about 
15,000 last year. 

In other words the lowering of 
the LaSalle price level is not a 
means to the end of readier sales, 
but rather the outcome of a sales 

volume which has exceeded factory 
expectations and hence made pos- 
sible manufacturing economies be- 
yond original anticipations.

HICAGO, Jan. 28—The Ly- 
coming Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Williamsport, Pa., has re- 
cently brought out engine models 
HD and MD to replace the type 
H, the engine dimensions of 3% 
x 4% inches remaining unchanged 
while the maximum h. p. is now 
115, or 25 per cent. more than be- 
fore. 

This has been accomplished by 
several alterations in the engine de- 
sign, particularly in intake and ex- 
haust manifolds. The exhaust is 
now carried above the intake, where 
previously the intake was above the 
exhaust. Every effort has been 
made to eliminate all restrictions in 
the gas passages, both in the intake 
and the exhaust. The charge is 
drawn through a dual type car- 
buretor, thence through the large 








free-flowing passages of the intake 


manifold to the cylinder ports. The 
outer passage supplies the pair of 
cylinders at each end of the engine, 
while the inner one supplies the re- 
maining four cylinders through 
siamesed ports. These ports have 
been carefully shaped to give @ 
minimum in resistance to gas flow. 
From the ports the gas enters the 
cylinders through the amply large 
diameter intake valves, which, how- 
ever, have not been increased in size 
and the lift of which remains the 
same as in the former model. 

It is explained by the manufac- 
turer that this combination of car- 
buretor, manifold, ports and large 
valve openings has resulted in a de- 
cided improvement in the volumetric 
efficiency of the engine.

HICAGO, Jan. 28.—Vig- 
itors to the Coliseum are 


showing much interest in the 
display of the Falcon Motors

at which Falcon-Knight cars 
were shown. 

It will be remembered that it was 


only in March that the first Faleon+ 
Knight was announced, so that the 


public in general has now its first 
broad opportunity of examining this 
car. At the same time, the Falcon 
line is the only Knight-motored 
product in the $1,000 class, the two- 
door sedan listing at $1,095 and the 
four-door sedan at $1,195, 
Showgoers are much impressed 
with the value offered in these 
cars, featuring as they do low, 
long, stream-lined bodies on a 
chassis of thoroughly modern type. 
The wheelbase is 10914 inches long, 
and the _ six-cylinder engine 
2 15-16x3% inches, develops a max- 
imum of 45 b. h. p. Its embodiment! 
of high quality is attested by such 
points as a seven-bearing crank- 
shaft, Bohnalite pistons, oil filter, 
fuel and air cleaners. 

The water pump has been im- 
proved, tops of connecting-rod bear= 
ings are drilled for increased spray 
oiling, and engine rear supports have 
2een strengthened. An interesting 
improvement is the incorporation of 
the accelerating well of the Tillot- 
son carburetor, of an electric fumer 
which comes into automatic action 
when the starter switch is pressed 
while air temperature is below 60 
degrees, facilitating starting. 

The frame, too, has been rein- 
forced, and has seven cross mem- 
bers, while springs are now rede- 
signed to allow the use of “rub- 
ber bumpers” between them and 
the frame, easing the system when 
overloaded. Tryon spring shackles 
are used for silence and automatic 
adjustment compensating for 
wear; spring horns have been en- 
larged, and the spare-tire carrier 
is stronger than before. 

Bodies are designed with full ball- 
type backs which, on the closed 
cars, curve well into the roof. Roof 
material tinted to harmonize with 
the general color scheme, as well as 
window reveals beveled and lac- 
quered to provide contrast, give & 
vivid effect, the interior being done 
in suitable shades. The four-door 
sedan is finished in mohair, and 
the two-door model uses a special 
figured two-tone material, form-fit- 
ting cushions being used. 

The belt runs from one side of the 
radiator—the height of which has 
been increased—around the body to 
the other side. Colored glass is 
used on the sun visor to minimize 


glare. Doors are built with piano- 
type hinged and remote control 
locks. Other innovations include 


the Husted steering wheel, the re- 
designed instrument board, which 
includes an electric-type fuel gauge; 
foot-type dimmer switch.

AA are a new brake shoe, a positive 
seal protecting the interior of the 
device from water and dirt, as well 
as a new method of adjusting the 
tension. Both the heavy-duty and 
the short-wheel base model are be- 
ing demonstrated to show their 
effect on car springs when mount- 
ed. The large type has its brake- 
shoe made with small buttons of 
a specially developed material, in- 
serted in the face of the shoe to 
| prevent squeaking and chattering. 
|In type AA this special material is 
impregnated in the shoe and dif- 
fused through its entire structure, 

A strip of rubberized fabric at~ 
tached to the back of the brake shoe 
provides a positive seal. This strip 
is wider than the shoe so that 
flexible flaps are provided running 
he entire length of each side of the 
shoe. These flaps contact with the 
‘nner faces of the housing, pro- 
viding a seal against the entrance 
of dirt and water. 

To simplify adjustment of the 
new type AA stabilator, there are 
three eyelets in the strap, represent- 
ing light, medium and tight ad- 
justments. To change the tension, 
the strap is released at the axle and 
allowed to run into the device or 
withdrawn from it until the desired 
adjustment is obtained as indica- 
ted by the position of the eyelets,

HIS week the center of automotive interest throughout 
the United States moves to the Middle Western 
metropolis on the shores of Lake Michigan. The hotel regis- 
ters of Chicago today might easily be accepted as a “Who's 
Who” of the automotive industry. 

The automotive industry invariably looks to Chicago to 
confirm the verdict of public interest that has been delivered 
in New York. In addition Chicago at show time houses the 
greatest gathering of automotive dealers from all sections 
of the country, but particularly from the West, that is ever 
got together under one roof, so to speak. Chicago stages the 
greatest dealer show extant. 

In all the history of the Chicago Automobile 
Show, which dates back to the dawn of the century, 
no exhibition has ever opened under more favorable 
auspices than exist for the present event. After the 
hesitation of the last half of 1927, the whole business 
structure of the country is gathering itself together 
for an advance which will quickly absorb the “slack” 
of the preceding months. 

When we come to analyze the recession of the last half 
of 1927 in our own particular business, there is no question 
that it was caused principally by the shutting down of the 
Ford organization. Since mid-summer the motoring public | 
has known that a new Ford model was impending. The| 
rumor factories worked overtime. All sorts of stories 
regarding the forthcoming model and its price were bandied 
about. Necessarily this introduced into the automotive 
market a factor of uncertainty and a waiting attitude into 
the mind of the individual buyer. Some hundreds of thou-

‘sands of prospective buyers of cars decided to “wait and see 


what Ford does.”” This made what is technically known as a 
“delayed market.” 

Happily, this factor of delay has now been 
removed from the automotive market. There is noth- 
ing now to wait for, and, with the coming of the tradi- 
tional spring buying season, all these delayed pur- 
chases will be made. 

Another reason which contributes to the optimism of 
the dealers in Chicago this week is the fact that a generous 
proportion of them come from the great agricultural regions 
of the Middle West. Never in recent history has the Ameri- 
can farmer been in so happy a situation as he is this year. 
After many years the prices of farm products have achieved 
a parity with those of manufactured goods. This gives the 
farmer a purchasing power equaling that of the manufac- 
turing centers. The Department of Agriculture has just 
announced that the prices of various staple crops in 1927 
were more than six hundred million dollars higher than in 
the previous year. 

This condition in the agricultural regions means 
unusually heavy purchases of automotive equipment 
this spring by the farmers. 

Even the great automotive industry is not a law unto 
itself. If the prosperity that is in sight were confined to 
our own business, there would not be any. That is the cir- 
cumlocution familiarly known as an “Irish bull,” but the 
obvious fact is that for any industry to enjoy prosperity the 
whole country must be prosperous. Today this condition 
exists and even the farmer, who in the past few years has 
not enjoyed his fair proportion of the national good times, 
thas moved up abreast of the rest of us. All the economic 
weather signs read: “Set Fair.” 

The Automotive Daily News extends its heartiest 
good wishes to the industry in general and to the Chi- 
cago show management in particular for the most suc- 
cessful and inspiring week that has ever been enjoyed 
in the history of this traditional event.

Wholesale Salesman Uses 
| His Brain and Chalks Up 
Prize Winning Sales Record 





rEW YORK, Jan. 28.—Selling.138 replacement carbu- 
retors in twenty-nine working days is the record of 


salesmanship that won for R. 


J. McSherry, wholesale sales- 


man of the Automotive Electric Service Corporation, New 
! York city, the first prize of $100 in the national wholesale 


William Y. LeFevre and Edward ® 
Noble, team mates of McSherry, 
Were second and fourth with a rec- 
ord of 120 and 39. Only twelve sales- 
.men in the country qualified for a 
“prize. 

When the conditions of the con- 
test were made known R. J. Mc- 
Sherry quite calmly announced he 
would capture the $100. Egotism? 
No. Merely confidence based on 
sound merchandising principles 
for the retailer. In other words 
McSherry sells on the basis of 
turn-over and profits for the re- 
tailer and satisfaction for the 
buyer or consumer. He follows 
through and hits the ball. 

And so does the company. When 
the Automotive Electric Service Cor- 
poration took on the line in 1925 
an analysis of the replacement 
market for carburetors was made. 
It developed that the 1923 and 1924 
models of a well-known make of 
car were experiencing carburetor 
troubles although not of a serious 
mature. The sales and service cam- 
paign was concentrated on the dis- 
tributors and dealers of this car. 

McSherry and other salesmen of 
the company began an intensive 
educational and sales campaign, 
calling upon the service managers 
Of the dealers and selling the satis- 

faction and results the replacement 
carburetor would give the car owner, 
also selling the service manager that 
the replacement carburetor would 
relieve the shop of the expense and 
trouble with the stock carburetor. 

A selling idea was also sold. It 
was pointed out to the service 
manager that sales could be made of 
the replacement item by offering a 
thirty day trial on the basis of satis- 
faction or your money back. And 
as an inducement to the hard-to- 
sell type of customer there was the 
carburetor manufacturer’s offer of

In several instances the distributor 
was not interested whereupon Mc- 
Sherry went out and sold the service 
managers of the distributor’s deal- 
ers and the dealers, thereby creating 
a demand which the distributor 
recognizes. 

But the first sale is but the first 
step in merchandising, for goods 
must be moved by the retailer so 
that the wholesaler can restock 
the dealer and both get the profits 
accruing from turn-over. Mc- 
Sherry watches the stocks of his 
dealers and if they do not move 
as fast as they should an analysis 
is made as to the why. Every re- 
tailer meeds pepping up, and a 
follow-up. Sales helps are sup- 
plied by McSherry. Not the usual 
circulars and the conventional pat- 
ter but sales ideas. McSherry, for 
example, points out why it is more 
satisfactory for the car owner to 
buy a new or replacement car- 
buretor than to pay for parts and 
labor for a rebuild job. And, simi- 
larly, the retailer’s service manager 
is shown by figures why it is 
cheaper and better. Of course, if 
an inexpensive part is needed and 
the labor charge is minor, a re- 
placement is not suggested. 

The real wholesaler’s salesman 
will acquaint himself with the po- 
tential market for the item he sells 
the dealer, and, furthermore, the 
salesman will keep fully acquainted 
with the equipment field and trend. 
For example, when a car adopts 
the make of carburetor sold by 
McSherry’s concern the dealers in 
the territory are called upon and 
become prospects for replacement 
carburetors and parts. And these 
new prospects are thoroughly sold 
on the service policies of the Auto- 
motive Electric Service Corporation 
i.e., prompt and satisfactory service, 
prompt delivery and a large stock 
of parts.

started out to 





contest he did not, he says, ask the 
co-operation of the buyer. In other 
words, the buyer was not told of the 
contest until after the sale was 
made. Nor were the dealers loaded 
up with stock. That they have not 
been is proved by sales of replace- 
ment carburetors by McSherry dur- 
ing the month following. Very 
nearly as many have been sold by 
him as during the contest. 

This brings up the thought that 
a replacement line is as productive 
and profitable as the wholesaler 
cares to make it, taking into con- 
sideration, of course, that the item 
is produced by a reputable manu- 
facturer and of quality and at a 
price consistent with quality. One 
year after the Automotive Electric 
Service Corporation took on the line 
its sales and service efforts resulted 
in an increase of 25 per cent. over 
the previous year. Last year the 
increase over 1926 was 50 per cent. 
The gross in carburetors and parts 
for same ran into five figures. 

That the sales and service pol- 

icies of the company, as car- 
ried out by the road men, are 
productive is evidenced by the 
results of the contest. There were 
thirteen salesmen in the country 
that attained the minimum of 
thirty sales. They sold a total of 
674 replacement carburetors, of 


which number the three salesmen 
of the Automotive Electric Service 
Corporation sold 297, or 44 per 
cent. of the total. And, as pre- 
viously stated, these salesmen are 
closely approximating their contest 
sales records. 

The winner obtained his experi- 
ence as a counter man in the com- 
pany where he obtained an insight 
into the buying habits of the dealers 
His selling ability led to his trans- 
fer to the road wholesale. He cover: 
considerable territory with a car and 
averages ten calls a day. He made 
exactly 250 calls to win the prize 
contest, but states he did not work 
overtime, but admits he put forth 
a greater effort than usual. He does 
not believe he accomplished anv 
great feat. His recipe for selling is 
hard work and making that extra 
call. He has no technical training, 
but can discuss equipment, acces- 
sories and replacement items from a 
practical standpoint and his knowl- 
edge of what an item is, what it will 
do and how it can be sold by the 
dealer at a profit, has been acquired 
from experience not from cata- 
logues. 

The moral to this story is that 
when the wholesaler’s salesman 
desires to build volume for his 
house he must show the retailer

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Last Day of S. A. E. Session 
Devoted to Discussion of 
High-Speed Diesel Engines 


ETROIT, Jan. 28.—The fourth and last day of the 
meeting of the Society of Automotive Engineers 

held here this week was given over to three sessions 
dealing with high-speed Diesel engines, chassis and 


badies, during the morning, afternoon and evening, re-

spectively. 

O. D. Treiber, president and chief 
engineer of the Treiber Diesel En- 
gine Corporation of Camden, N. J., 
explained the mechanics of the Die- 
sel cycle. 

“It is easy to calculate,” said Mr. 
Treiber, “the enormous natio 
economic value of ‘Dieselized’ au- 

mobiles, but @ further detailed 

dy of the situation does not seem 
so encouraging. ‘The Diesel princi- 
ple will, nevertheless, be approached 
by designers of carbureting engines, 
and carbureting engines will be ap- 
proached by Diesel engineers, so that 
ultimately an engine will be pro- 
@uced that will meet the public de- 
mands for comfort, reliability, flex- 
ibility, low first cost, durability and, 
perhaps last of all, fuel economy.” 

The “Automotive FPull-Diesel En- 
gine” was dealt with by R. J. 
Broege of the Buda Company, who 
discussed an automotive, compres- 
sorless, solid-injection, full-Diesel 
engine of four-cycle operation as 
developed by the Maschinenfabrik 
Augsburg-Nurnberg, Germany, for 
application in all industrial auto- 
motive installations. 

“A 50-h. p. M. A. N. engine,” said 
Mr. Broege, “has been installed in 
a four-ton truck, not for experi- 
ment, but for observation from a 
practical operating standpoint. It 
has performed as well as a gasoline 
engine of the same bore in the 
same truck, but with greater fue! 
economy and more lugging ability 
It has been as easily handled and 
requires no more attention. 

“The American-built four-cycle 
engine has a 6-inch bore and an 
8-inch stroke, and its design does 
not. deviate from the principles in- 
volved in that of the M. A. N. en- 
gine. The only purpose has been 
to conform to S. A. E. standards 
and to adapt the engine to Ameri- 
can practices. Its construction is 
very rigid, permitting a reduction 
of weight to the minimum, and 
careful attention has been given to 
the accessibility of all moving parts. 

“The engine can be started by 
electric starters or by a two-cylin- 
der air-cooled gasoline engine. The 
eperation is completely controlled 
by two levers regulating the fuel 
pump and very similar to the gaso- 
line and spark controls on a gaso- 
line engine. The entire construc- 
tion is very similar to the heavy- 
duty automotive-type gasoline en- 
gine and holds to approximately the 
samexweight per horse power with 
practically no more space required 
for installation. The fuel pump re- 
places the magneto, and the car- 
buretor is eliminated.” 

Another paper which proved 
very interesting was entitled “In- 
dependently Sprung Front Wheels 
a Remedy for Shimmy,” by D. Sen- 
saud de Lavaud, an engineer of 
Paris, France, who is well known 
for his work on the front-wheel 
drive questions. His paper at- 
tacked the usual system of front 
suspension of an automobile and 
proposed to substitute independ- 
ently sprang front wheels for the 
conventional assembly of wheels, 
rigid axle and _  semi-elliptical 
springs. 

Mr. de Lavaud claims that mount- 
ing of the front wheels on a solid 
axle is a survival of horse-drawn 
vehicle days. This, the author as- 
serts, is so unSatisfactory from the 
standpoint of rational mechanics 
that it should long ago have become 
a memory in the automotive indus- 
try. To the complex action and re- 
actions of the axle, oscillating be- 
tween the springs and the tires, and 
of the wheels, with their gyroscopic 
effects, he attributed the phenom- 
ena of shimmy and wabble that 
have become so disconcerting and 
even dangerous since the advent of 
low-pressure tires and front-wheel 
brakes. 

The origins of the various abnor- 
mal vibrations were analyzed, the 
effects of damping and of friction 
discussed, and the part played by 
the conventional steering gear and 
steering connections was considered. 
A distinction was drawn between 
damping and friction; the stabilizing 
effect of rake of the steering pivot 
and of deformation of the tires was 


explained, and the ineffective part 
played by friction shock absorbers 
and by interleaf friction in the 
springs described. 

Rigidity and irreversibility of the 
steering mechanism, said Mr. de 
Lavaud, are most likely to induce 
shimmy at normal speeds with bal- 
loon tires and front-wheel brakes; 
hence the author advocated increas- 
ing the reversibility to the fullest 
possible extent and making the 
steering linkage sufficiently elastic. 

The only specific remedy for ab- 
normal front-end vibrations is, the 
author asserted, the adoption of cor- 
rect independence of the front 
wheels, and he showed and described 
a design that he has developed for 
such a construction. 

N. F. Hadler, of the Chrysler 
Corporation, considered “Shock 
Absorbers From the Car Manufac- 
turer’s Viewpoint,” while John 
Sneed of the Midland Steel Prod- 
ucts Company dealt with “Self- 
Energizing Brakes.” Mr. Sneed’s 
company manufactures the Steel- 
draulic brakes, which were first 
announced some few months ago 
and have since been adopted as 
stock equipment by several well- 
known car manufacturers. 

“A brake shoe,” said Mr. Sneed. 
“should be designed so that it will 
be effective on the total periphery 
of the drum face rather than on 
only the diameter of the drum, for 
the periphery remains constant, 
whereas the diameter of the drum 
may vary because of eccentricity. To 
accommodate itself to such eccen- 
tricities, the shoe structure should 
float and should possess a high de- 
gree of flexibility, so that hich- 
pressure areas will be avoided wherc 
the radius of the brake drum is 
short, 

“A high degree of self-energiza- 
tion is considered desirable, for the 
reason that it allows liberal clear- 
ances between the lining and the 
drum, low pedal-efforts and large 
pedal-reserve, and if actuated by a 
low mechanical average from the 
pedal, strongly resists locking, al- 
though it may be highly efficient 
This characteristic is due to the 
fact that the shoe obtains most of 
its actuating force from the turn- 
ing brake-drum, and, when the 
movement of the drum ceases, thi: 
force becomes inoperative. When 
the force exerted by the actuating 
means becomes insufficient to hold 
the drum in a locked position, the 


drum immediately begins to move 
again. <A. highly self-energizing 
shoe-structure should allow a réla- 
tively large movement of the shoe. 
as compared to that of the pedal 
travel, because to a pPreat extent, 
this movement allows the shoe to 
follow the expansion of the drum 
under severe braking conditions 
without 2 serious loss of pedal re- 
serve.” 3 

“Advances in Body Painting” was 
the subject of the paper presented 
by Dr. G. C. Given of EB. I. du Pont 
de Nemours & Co. 

In reviewing this subject, he 
pointed out that in 1923 pyroxylin 
lacquers were first used on a pro- 


~ | duction basis on automobiles. 


“At the present time,” said Dr. 
Given, “they can be said to be 
completely established in this field. 
The great durability of lacquers, 
the enormous range of shades and 
their bright colors have caused 
them to be adopted as the finish 
for automobiles in practically all 
countries in the world. 

“The adaptation of pyroxylin lac- 
quers to automoble finishing was 
brought about by the discovery of 
a method of producing these prod- 
ucts in a highly concentrated form 
of low viscosity, without impairing 
the film strength. This discovery 
permitted the manufacture of a 
lacquer of sufficiently high pyroxy- 
lin content to give durability with- 
out excessive costs. The older lac- 
quers, because of their low concen- 
tration, required three or four coats 
to give as much protection as one 
coat of the present-day material” 

H. L. Horning of the Wanu- 
kesha Motor Company, in his ad- 
dress before the engine session of 
the Society of Automotive Engi- 
neers Wednesday night, gave some 
facts of value concerning the de- 
velopment of the internal combus- 
tion engine as a means of indus- 
trial power. 

“We have succeeded,” said Mr. 
Horning, “in working a revolution- 
ary change so far as power is con- 
cerned in eighteen general field: 
within the last tive years. 

“Thirty-four individual industrie 
in these fields have completely re 
vised their picture so far as the us 
of power is concerned. Makers o 
equipment like concrete mixer 
steam shovels and so on, now loo 
to the industrial engine of the in 
ternal combusion type as_ the 
ource of dependable power. 

“In five years several industr! 
have switched to the use of gas¢ 
line engines for 95 per cent. of the 
power requirenfents from only 5 pe 
cent. when the development bega! 

“In the petroleum  productio 
field at least 10 per cent. of the 
output is now produced through th« 
aid of this type of power plant. 

“Certain definite lines have bee: 
followed in building the night engine 
for industrial requirements. 

“With four outstanding things in 
mind, portability, low cost per horse 
sower, high power for its size and 
absolute dependability, the condi- 
tions under which many of the en- 
gines work impose unusual hard- 
ships on them.

The plant had been closed since 
last June. 

H. FP. McElroy, city manager, drove 
the first car off the assembly line. 
Only eight cars were run off today. 
The opening force was 190 men, 
which will be increased as fast as 
men can be trained, until 2,000 are 
on the pay rolls. The plant capacity 
of 500 cars a day will be reached 
soon. 


CHEVROLET AND G. M.

Washington, Jan. 28.—On appeal, 
the Chevrolet Motor Company and 
the General Motors Corporation, to- 
day, were exonerated in a_ suit 
brought against them by the Central 
Brass and Fixture Company for al- 
leged infringement of patents. The 
lower court held that the Brass and 
Fixture Company’s patents, involving 
the bumper used on the Chevrolet, 
had been infringed. The Court of 
Appeals holds, however, that the 
srass and Fixture Company’s patent 
vas not valid and therefore that 
there was no infringement by the 
Chevrolet or General Motors Com- 
nany.

Motometers have 
been removed to the dash. Hudson 
as well as Essex cars are fitted with 
head lamps and with saddle lamps 
of Colonial design. In the Hudson 
cars all these lamps are nickel; in 
the Essex the rims are nickeled 
while the main lamp bodies are in 
brilliant black. All cars have wide, 
sweeping fenders, extra-narrow 
front body pillars and distinctively 
shaped visors. 

The custom-built cars have rear 
quarters of landau leather. Bodies 
are finished with windshield 
frames and inside window ledges of 
nickel finish, which add to the 
richness of appearance. 

Strength and rigidity have been 
increased; at vital points in the 
structure reinforcing plates and 
brackets Bave been added. Where 
the upright body pillars join the 
sills they are fastened by heavy 
malleable anchorages. Similar 
fastenings are used to secure the 
pillars to the heavy hardwood roof 
members. One large steel stamp- 
ing now forms the entire rear 
structure of the cars, extending 
from ohe rear window around to 
the other. 
| Essex bodies are now roomier 
;}than ever before. The low-hung 
effect has been obtained, it is stated, 
with no lessening of head-room, 
Rear quarters provide two inches 
additional shoulder room for the 
passengers. Seats are spaced to give 
ample room in both the front and 
the rear compartments and they 
are form-fitting, well-cushioned and 
upholstered. 

The Essex upholstery is remov- 
able in case of accident, but in the 
new system of attaching it to the 
car structure no metal fastening 
whatever is visible. The velour up- 
holstery harmonizes with the ex- 
terior color plan of each car. 

The panel between the windshield 
and dash is of rich bur! walnut de- 
sign. Just beneath the instrument 
board is of polished lacquer, giving 
an impression of ebony. Set into 
this. background the instruments 
are grouped under glass, including

| Supersnubs of Hawdos Corporation 
Latest Aid to Smoother Motoring

But each 
individual supersnub resists that up- 
ward action, so that the down-mov- 
ing side is supported upwards, and 
the up-moving side is tended down- 
|wards, thus balancing the car’s 
motion. 

“The springs on every car made 
are carefully calculated by the 
designing engineers to yield to 
downward thrusts properly. So 
supersnubs do not in the least in- 
terfere with this spring action. 
Automotive engineers know that 
the return of a car spring is the 
rapid separation of the sprung 
and unsprung weights, This means 
that the part of the car resting 
on the springs is moving away 
from the part of the car on which 
the springs rest—the axles and 
wheels, When the unleading of 
the car spring takes place at a 
rapid rate a bouncing ride results; 
if the return of the spring is at a 
slow rate easy riding results. 
Supersnubs compel the springs to 
return at a slow rate.

The cars are entirely new and 
very striking in appearance. They 
are of composite steel and wood 
construction, with wide doors set 
flush, and ample leg and head room. 
The body height has been lessened 
“and the body line raised, and the 
latter is now in line with the tall 
radiator, the hood top running hori- 
zontally. 

The radiator carries a new 
elliptical nameplate, The impres- 





sion of a very long hood is aug- 
mented by a molding sloping 
down and forward from the back 
of the cowl, incidentally producing 
an inverted steamline; this mold- 
ing is connected across the cowl. 


Color schemes are unusually well 
chosen and harmonious, window re- 
veals being utilized to produce con- 
trasting effects; the upholstery is 
heavy mohair of taupe color in the 
closed cars, two-tone figured mohair 
in landau and sport coupe, and 
leather on the open jobs. Mahogany 
finish panels are inserted under the 
windows, the instrument board is of 
the dominant body color, and Tern- 
stedt hardware is used.

shield wiper, combination of stop 
and tail light with license holder,

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W.R. Angell of Continental 
Sees Era of Straight 8 Here; 
Describes New Motor 15-S

O MEET the demand for! 
a power plant of unusual 
performing qualities, Conti- 


nental Motors Corporation is} } 


offering an _ eight-cylinder 
motor embodying the charac- 
teristics deemed most essen- 
tial for a high grade passen- 
ger car. The grr” motor is| 
known as Model 15-S. It has a 
piston displacement of 268.6 
cubic inches.. The bore is} 
3 inches and_ stroke -43%4 


inches. 

Automotive e ngineering has 
reached an extremely high standard 
of perfection. During the past few 
years the attention of passenger car 
builders has been turned toward re- 
finements of body, simplification of | 
the units with regard to service and 
a general increase in comfort for | 
driver and passengers. There has 
also been a tendency for higher 
road speeds and greater power, espe- 
cially in the higher priced field. 

In the motor industry this trend 
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W. R. ANGELL 

of engineering has brought the 
straight eight motor into greater 
prominence than ever before. The 
smoothness and flexibility inherent 
in the eight-cylinder design lends 
itself. very aptly to cars which boast 
of the maximum in performance. 

The power characteristics of the 
15-S motor are phenomenal. It 
develops 85 h. p. at a motor speed 
of 3,100 r. p. m. The maximum 
torque of 170 feet pounds is ob- 
tained at 1,600 r. p. m. Carbure- 
tion and manifolding are mainly 
responsible for this exceptional 
performance. These characteristics 
insure a quick and apparently ef- 
fortless acceleration and the mo- 
tor speed range insures high road 
speeds. 

A stiff, rugged crankshaft is rigid- 
ly supported by five bearings. This 
shaft is made of a special alloy steel 
which gives exceptional toughness 
and high wearing qualities. The 
split four type of design is used 








which eliminates rocking forces. To| 


add to the general smoothness of 
operation a vibration damener is pro- 
vided on the front end of the crank- 
shaft. This eliminates all twisting 
or torsional forces. Number four, 
six and nine crank cheeks are coun- 
terbalanced. This method of bal- 
ancing makes the bearing loads uni- 
formly low throughout the whole} 
motor. Even at the high speeds of 


which the motor is capable the bear- | 
ings will not be excessively loaded. | 
Cylinders and crank case are cast | 


in one unit. The material is iron. 
The lower flange extends 2% inches | 
below the crank shaft. This allows | 
ribs to be built up to the main bear- 
ings in the form of a bridge truss. 
Such construction gives great rigid- 
ity to the crankcase and the strong- 
est type of bearing support. 
Interchangeable type main 
bearings 2%% inches in diameter 
are used. Instead of align ream- 
ing the babbitt surfaces, the caps 
are attached to the case before 
the bearings are in place. These 
are then align reamed. The 
bronze back babbitt bearings are 
held to limits less than .00075 inch

Since the bearing 
cap and case are finished as well

\long. This is over twice the stroke

Hard aluminum alloy forms the

| chain has a % inch pitch and is 
1144 inches wide. This insures long 


life and absolute silence’ in trans- | 


| mitting the timing drive. 

A combination fan and water 
| pump are located in the front of 
| the cylinder block. These units 
| are driven from the crank shaft by 
| a V-type belt. The fan shaft, 
| which is also the water pump 

shaft, runs on a ball bearing. 

Water is delivered uniformly to 
the cooling jackets around each 
cylinder by means of a sheet steel 
header on the side of the block. 
Metered openings insure equal 
cooling at each cylinder. This 
construction also permits. an open- 
ing the whole length of the 
eylinder casting which greatly 
facilitates the cleaning of castings 
at the foundry. 

A high speed motor must have 
adequate provision for lubrication. 
The Model 15-S has its oil pump 
located in the bottom of the oil 
jpan. It is the gear type of pump 
and driven from the cam shaft by 
spiral gears. Pressure lubrication is 
j} thus furnished all main bearings, 
connecting rod bearings, cam shaft 
bearings and timing chain. An oil 
pressure relief located on the left 
side of the crankcase maintains 
thirty pounds at 1,000 revolutions 
per minute. 

A separate gray iron flywheel 
housing is bolted to the crank case. 
It is machined to accommodate a 
| No. 5 S.A.E. transmission flange. 
A No. 1 S.A.E. flanged-type starter 
mounting is provided on the left 
side of the housing, A generator 
with distributor attached bolts to 
the rear of the chain case on the 
right side of the motor and is driven 
in a clockwise direction. An S.A.E. 
1%-inch vertical type carburetor is 
| used. 

The whole motor is most com- 
pactly built. It is extremely light 
for its power. It weighs less than 
8 pounds per horse power. This 
| compactness and light weight are 
decided advantages. Performance 
is obtained by adding power or re- 
ducing weight. The Model 15-S, 
then, is an ideal power plant for 
| cars that desire superlative perform- 
ance. The era of the eight-cylinder 
car is here, and Continental Motors 
is glad to offer such a motion as the 
Model 15-S to the automotive in- 
dustry, knowing full well that the 
latest achievement of the master 
motor builders will stand the test.

— The 
American automobile has outdis- 
tanced ‘all competitors in New 
Zealand, according to Julian B. 
Foster, automotive trade com- 
missioner to that country, who 
reports that 88 per cent. of pas- 
senger cars in the Dominion on 
September 30 last were American 
make. Trucks registered July 1 
totaled 21,132 as compared with 
15,349 a year previous, and United 
States and Canada supplied 90 
per cent. of these. 

A special tariff preference of 2° 
per cent. ad valorem is grantec 
British cars. ‘The success of the 
American automobile is due to its 
general excellence. It is peculiarly 
adapted to local conditions. 

In 1926 New Zealand ranked 
eighth as a market for American 
motor vehicles, taking nearly $9,- 
000,000 worth of passenger cars and 
trucks. It is likely the 1927 total 
fell short of 1926, due to adverse 
economic conditions which pre- 
vailed in New Zealand last year.

Shipments of trucks 
juring December registered an im- 
wressive gain over December, 1926, 
and in most instances were consid- 
erably above shipments of Novem- 
ber, 1927. 
Unit value of passenger cars and 
trucks was $869 and $794, as com- 
pared with $766 and $642, respec- 
tively, during November. 

Shipments in December of 
parts, except engines and tires, 
were valued at $7,504,961, a sub- 
stantial gain over both the No- 
vember figure and the total for 
December, 1926. Exports of mo- 
torcycles also increased over No- 
vember, as did electric trucks and 
passenger cars. 

The total value of automotive im- 
ports during December was $261,509, 
as compared with $282,467, for the 
previous month. This decrease is 
entirely accounted for by the drop 
in imports of automobiles and 
chassis, which totaled in number 43, 
with a value of $123,640, as com- 
pared with sixty-five units, having 
a valuation of $156,254 in No- 
vember.

European Makers 
Seek to Offset 
U. S. Competition 


Berlin, Jan. 28.—German auto-~ 
mobile men, worried over the 
gigantic invasion of American cars 
into the European market, are 
debating the desirability of estab- 


lishing a general tariff barrier 
against them or of abolishing 
tariffs among continental nations 
so as to provide an all-European 
home market. 

Premier Mussolini of Italy made 
the original suggestion for a united 
European front against American 
automobiles, which undersell those 
of home manufacturers all over 
Europe. 

Mussolini’s idea found immediate 
approval here, particularly as it co- 
incided with the opening of a . 
Ford advertising campaign. 

Some experts favored the estab- 
lishments of a_ solid tariff wall 
against American cars. Others, de- 
veloping this idea, favored the aboli- 
tion of continental tariffs as applied 
to cars manufactured in Europe. 
The latter argued that the real 
strength of American motor car 
manufacturers was in their great 
home market. Such a home market, 
they reasoned, could be established 
in Europe if the dozens of tariff 
barriers against imports from neigh- 
boring countries were removed. 


CRUDE RUBBER BUYING

A total og 9,070 long tons were 
vised for invoice to the United

pounds of crude, or 30,696 long tons, 
valued at $22,183,601. The bulk came 
from British Malaya, followed in 
order by the United Kingdom and 
Netherland East Indies.

prices, In the main, however, the 
price tendency was downward, the 
quality revision always upward. 

Notable among the features of 
the cars on display is the practically 
uniform adaptation of four-wheel 
brakes as standard equipment. Mo- ° 
tors capable of greater power and 
speed are advertised by all makers. 
Nearly every car in the show is 
guaranteed to do sixty miles an 
hour or better, while representa- 
tives of some of the higher-priced 
stock cars claim that 100 miles an 
hour is possible. 

Just how this speed is going to be 
used and where is not explained, 
but salesmen make the point that 
this power and speed make possi- 
ble faster pickup ir traffic, speed 
on call for emergency and smoother 
power to meet every driving need. 

Colors feature all the exhibits. 
The drab grays and blues and blacks 
have given place to a riot of all 
kinds of colors. Closed cars in vari- 
ous attractive hues, with uphol- 
stery to match, are found in most 
exhibits. The instrument boards 
are finished in pleasing style. Minor 
appointments formerly found only 
on cars in the two and three thou- 
sand dollar class are now standard 
on the lowest priced automobiles. 

It is increasingly difficult for the 
layman to distinguish between cars 
selling at less than $1,000 and those 
selling in the $2,000 class. Closed 
cars predominate in all of the ex- 
hibits and today the open car is 
decidedly the luxury car. It is gen- 
erally higher in price than the se- 
dan or coach offerings and is in 
demand only with those motorists 
who want a second or a third car 
for their garage. 

Salesmen at the show were es- 
pecially impressed with the fact 
that the high quality offered this 
year in the low priced field is being 
reflected in the development of an 
entirely new and wider market. 
Two years ago at the show manu- 
facturers and sales directors began 
to talk of the possibility of fighting 
back the saturation point by build- 
ing up a_ two-car-to-the-family 
market. Last year one of the fore- 
most sales executives of one big 
production company appealed to the 
public to buy the second car for 
the family. This year the sales 
drive is for the third and even the 
fourth car to the family.
